LONDON, Dec, 25*: 
(Correspond­ 
ence of The Associated P ress).— The 
Bishop of D urham has found an his­ 
torical precedent for the su rren d er 
I of the Germ an fleet in th e pages of 
Livy. 
That ancient chronicler tells 
how*, as an article of the peace agree­ 
ment which ended the second Punic 
war, Carthage had to su rren d er 
to 
Rome the whole of her battle fleet. 
Rome, the article points out, was 
the great military power and Car­ 
thage was the great naval power of 
antiquity, ju st as G erm any and E n g ­ 
land iii modern times. 
Rome 
b^at 
Carthage 
the soldier beat the sailor. 
In the conflict Rome revealed an ex­ 
trao rd in ary adaptability 
for 
naval 
warfare, and Carthage grave internal 
weakness. 
“ The German w riters,” the Man­ 
chester Guardian comments, “ antic­ 
ipated a similar course for a w ar be­ 
tween Germ any and England. They 
were confident that the German mil­ 
itary' mind applied to naval w arfare 
would prove its superiority to th e 
English, and that England, put to the 
test, would be proved rotten 
a great 
illusion.” 
Explaining why the parallel of a n ­ 
tiquity was deceptive, the Guardian 
proceeds: 
“ It should not too hastily be as­ 
sumed that the British Navy display'- 
ed an intellectual superiority derived 
from long tradition which no young 
navy could hope to overcome. We 
are on safe ground if we say that 
the German navy', unlike the navy of 
ancient Rome, showed itself singu­ 
larly 
wooden and unadaptable. Sir 
! David Beatty has 
pronounced 
its 
strategy' and its tactics contemptible. 
“ If the comparison 
of 
G ermany 
with Rome was false, still falser was 
the comparison 
of 
England 
with 
Carthage. 
Carthage was a narrow ol­ 
igarchy resting upon 
a 
peculiarily 
harsh slave system, and defended by 
a m ercenary a rm y recruited from all 
the 
Mediterranean 
peoples. 
Car­ 
th a g e ’s lack o ffreedom 
was 
her 
weakness, and E n g lan d ’s freedom her 
strength. 
But 
gentlemen 
of 
the 
school of Treitschke could not be ex­ 
pected to see that, for the despised 
political freedom.”

and kill your family? 
What if they 
dump a lot of rat u se and oil upon you 
while you labor in your field? 
What 
ii they go beyond the speed limit in 
passing over cities1* 
Won’t we have 
to have police patrols in th** air to 
regulate the traffic1* 
What ii some 
stray match from a passenger sets 
fire to your haystack? 
What more 
right has an airship to use the air 
above your property than a gas com­ 
pany has to lay a pipe below your 
property? 
I say none, and when put 
to the test the courts will bear me out 
in the contention. 
I call 
on 
the 
legislature right now* to pass laws 
controlling this pernicious business, 
which they will not do. therefore my 
air corporation. 
If we can once es­ 
tablish the idea that airships must 
pay for the air they fly through we 
can later extend the principle to the 
point of making everybody pay for 
the air they breathe.
